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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Note: Applicant elected species of Figure 7, claims 17-21 without traverse in paper No. 
0904 is acknowledged, because applicant elected without traverse, therefore, claims 1- 
16 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 17-21 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
"matter: - claim 17 recites, inter alia, "A micromirror for selectively modulating said beam 
of light, wherein micromirror mounted on said light bath in a package with a transparent 
window and a carrier assembly holding at least one environmental control material ." 
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The art of record does not disclose the above limitations, nor would it be obvious 
to modify the art of record so as to include the above limitations. Although Hegg et al. 
(U.S. 5,640,479) disclose a Fiber-optic face late stop for digital micromirror device 
projection system and Sampsell (U.S. 5,517,347) discloses a direct view deformable 
mirror device, they do not disclose the above-mentioned limitations.
